roposals were meant to benefit Hindus as much as

handful of Arya Samaji leaders who were an incorrigible 
Jotand rabidly anti-Sikh, who first called upon their 
followers to disown Punjabi language as theit mother 
tongue and then battled against Akali pluns to get for 
Punjab more largescale industries, more water and more 
power—things which were to open doors of increased 
Prosperity to all Punjabis, irrespective of thei religion, 
Caste or creed, Even When he becime member of ruling 
Congress party, he did not_give up this erusade. At 
times he earned the wrath of the rulers. of the day but 
heremained undaunted and fully determinded as ever 
before, 
‘As Sikh viewpoints were being twisted out of form 
by a few prejudiced vernacular papers of Jullundur, con- 
trolled by purblind Hindus of Arya Samaji flock, he 
decided to launch the Spokesman Weekly so that cases 
of Sikhs and Panjab could be preseated to Indiens at 
Targe with force, élarity und sustenance. Tt was mostly 
due to thia new venture that some of the misunderstand- 
ings about Sikhs were removed and their grievances and 
‘those of Punjab ganged in carnestness and magnitude, 
‘This journal has since continued to follow the path lsid 
down by Sardar Sahib. 

They are 
despised everywhere, almost branded as “traitors” who 
are out to dismember the country, though for the pro- 
tection ofits sovereignty and territorial integrity they 
hhave madé sacrifices much mote thin. any. other eqm- 
‘munity.
